ILKESBARRE, 
Fa., October 1l.— 
An exeursion train 
loaded to its great- 
est capacity with 
people returning 
from Hazelton was 
thrown over an 
embankment yes- 
terday, killing, as 
near as reports can 
eetimate, some 
sixty passengers. 
The annual parade 
of the Catholic 
temperance societies of the &cranton Diocese 
was being held during the day at Hazelton. 
Thousands of people from the surrounding 


‘ districts took advantage of the cheap fares 


and went to town. On the Lehigh Valley road, 
on which the accident occurred, a special 
train in five sections was found necessary to 
carry home the excursionists. It was one 
section of thie train that met with 
Gienster. Yesterday evening the trains 
pulled out of the Hazelton depot, the sections 
being only a few minutes behind each other, 
the first one leaving about 5 o'clock. The 
first three sections went through without 
deiay oraccident.

INTO THE CROWDED MASS OF HUMANITY. 
The shock drove the rear car through the 
next for two-thirds of its length and the 
second car was foreed into the third. Not 
a single persen escaped from the rear 
car. The second was crowded with 
maiméd and bleeding bodies and the third 
car had but few passengers who escaped. The 
uninjured, but terrer-stricken, passengers of 
both trains made their way out of the cars, 
and on going to the telescoped engine and 
cars the full horror of the terrible disaster 
dawned upon them. The shattere@ engine 
was popring forth streams of scalding steam 
and water which hid from their eyes the full- 
est measure of the horrible scene, while its 
hissing sound deadened the shrieks and groans 


of those 
IMPRISONED IN THE WRECK. 


Ghastly white faces peered into the win- 
dows to be greeted by faces far more ghastly. 
Some of the dead sat pinioned in their seats. 
erect as in life, staring open-eyed, as if 
aware of the horrible surroundings. As the 
stea m and smoke cleared away from the rear 
car, its awful sights were revealed, The tim- 
bers were crushed and wrenched, while on all 
sides Hung mangled bodies and limbs, The 
few bodies which were not mangled were 
burned and scalded by the steam, and little 
remained in the car which bore human sem- 
biance. When the shock of the first crash 
had in a measure subsided, the uninjured be- 
gan to do what could be done for their unfort- 
unate companions, 
| THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

The few light tools on the train were called 
Into requisition, but proved feeble instru- 
ments indeed. The St. Francis Pioneer Corps, 
who were on the train, plied with zeal the 
broad-axes which were meant for holiday oc- 
casions, They were, however, but little 
adapted to the work and were soon rendered 
useless. In the meantime the windows of the 
cars were smashed in, brave men entered and 
released those least hurtor least entangled. 
In one case they found John Lynch of Wilkes- 
barre hanging from the roof by one leg. His 
erles brought friends who, to relieve his 
suffering, stood upon the wreckage and 
held his weight upon their backs 
until he was released from his terrible posi- 
tion. A young lady was found caught by the 
lower limbs; one of her limbs was quickly re- 
leased, but the other could not be freed, and 
an unfortunately misdirected blow of an axe 
severed it from the body. She heroically bore 
her torture, and taking out her gold watch 
she handed it to an acquaintance as a gift toa 
friend at home. She was put on board of one 
of the trains and given all possible care, but 
she could not survive her terribie injuries and 
died in the arms of friends on board the car. 

ADDING TO THE TORTURE. 

Tofree the bodies in the rear car the train- 
men attached a locomotive to the wrecked en- 
gine and started to pull it from the wreck. 
The first movement of the shattered wreck 
brought from the wounded such awful eries 
pf distress that the surrounding friends or- 
dered the engineerto desiston pain of his 
life. They did not wish to see the mangled 
forms still further mutilated. The few houses 
about the spot were thrown open to the suffer- 
ing and bonfires were lighted to aid the work 


of relict. 
THE CAUSE. 


It is not probable that the work will be com- 
pleted before toon. Passengers on the rear 
train state that they saw «a train ahead when 
far down the road. They sprang from their 
seats and stared if wonder and surprise that 
the train did not slacken its speed. Suddenly 
their engineer and fireman were seen to jump, 
then came the shock. The engineer, Harry 
Cook, and the fireman, Hugh Gallagher, sas- 
tained slight injuries. The fireman subse- 
quently stated that he saw the red light, in- 
formed the engineer and then jumped. The 
passengers gave many different accounts of 
the probable cause of the aceident, some at- 
tributing it tothe megligence of the flagman 
in not going back with the red light, others 
say the fourth section, which ran tuto the 
third, had no air brakes.
